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W Lo -, the weather 
being woonderfull pleaſant 
and ſeaſonable. But before 
his Maieſty coulde leape on 
horſe backe, his Highneſſe being now come downe by the e- 

very : allthe Huntſ-men with hownds attending his Maie- 
tlic on the Greene, & the Court making to their horſes, as his 
Highneſle elfe was : maiſter Alexander Ruthwen, ſecond bro- 
ther to the late earle of Gow»ry being then lighted in the towne 
of Falkland, haſted him faſt downe to ouertake bis maiclhe 
before his on-leaping, as hee did. Where mecting his High- 
neſle, aftera very lowe curteſie , bowing his head vnder his 
Maieſties knee,(although he was neuer wout to make ſo lowe 
curteſie) drawing his Maieſtie aparte , hee beginnes to dif - 
courſe ynto him ( with a very __ countenaunce , his 
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eyes euer fixed vpon the earth) how that it chavnced himin 
the evening before,to be walking abroad about the fields, ta. 
king the ayre ſolitiric alone , without the T owne of Saint 
[obnſtoun, where his p1eſent dwelling with the Lord his bio- 
ther was : and there, by accident, affirmed to have 1ecountred 
a baſe-like fellow, vaknowne to him, with a cloake caſt about 
his mouth : whome as he enquired his name , and what his 
errand was to be paſling in ſoolitary a parte, bring from all 
wayes : the fellow became on a ſodaineſo amazed, and his 
tongue fo faultred in his mouth, that vppon his ſuſpitious 
behauior he begunne imore narrowly to looke vnto him, and 
examine him: and perceiving that there appeared ſome thing, 
to be hidde vnder his cloake,he did caſt by the lappes of it,and 
ſo findes a great wide pot to beynder his arme, all full of coy. 
ned golde in great peeces, affuring his Maieſty that it was 
in very great quantity. V pon the ſight wherof(as heaffirmed) 
hce tooke backe the fellow with the burthen to the T owne, 
where he priuately,without the knowledge of any man,tooke 
the fcllow,and bound him in a privie derned houſe : and after 
locked many doores vppon him , and left him there, and his 
pot with him, and had hafted himſelfe out of Saint Johnſtown 
that day by foure houres in the morning , to wake his Ma- 
ieſty aduertiſed thereof, according to his bound duety : ear- 
neſtly requeſting his Maicſtic with all diligence and ſecrecie, 
that his Maieſty might take order therewith , before any did 
know thereof; ſwearing,and proteſting, that he had yet con- 
cealed it from all men : yea, from the Earle his owne brother. 
His Maieſties firſt anſwere was ( after thanking him for his 
good will) that it could not become his maielly to meddle a- 
ny wayes im that matter , finceno mans treaſure tht i; a free 
and lawefull ſubie&, can by the Lawe appeitaine vnto the 
King, except it be found hid vnder the carth, as this was not. 
Wherevnto he anſwered, th.t the fellow confeſled vnto him, 
that he was going to haue hidde it yndcr the ground , but he 
could 
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could not take leaſure at that time to enquire anyfurther of 
him. Wherevnto the King replied, thatthere was greai dif- 
fcrence betwixta deede , and the intention of a deede : his 
intention to have hidde it , not b-ing alike as1it it had beene 
found already Indde, Mauiſter «Alexanders anfwer was, tht 
hee thought his maieſhc over ſcrupulous n{uch a matter,ten1- 
ding ſo greatly to his maieſties profite : and thatit Jus mate» 
ſte deferred tomeddle with it, that it might be,chat che lord 
his brother , and other great men might megdle with it, and 
make his maieſhe the more adoe . Wherevpon the King be- 
ginning to ſulpeR chat it had bin ſome forraine gold brought 
home by ſome leſuites for praftiling Papiſtes ( therewith to 
ſtirre vp ſome new ſedition, as they haue oftentimes done be- 
fore) inquired of the ſaide mailter Alexander , what kinde of 
covne it was, and what a fellowe hee was that carried it , His 
anſwere was, that ſo farre as hee could take leafure to ſee of 
them , that they ſcemed to be forraine ſtrokes of coyne, and 
al:hough the fellow , both by his language and faſhions ſee- 
med to be a Scots fellow , yethe could neuer remember that 
he had ſeene him before. Theſe ſpeaches encreaſed his maie- 
ſties ſuſpition , that it was forraine coyne,brought in by ſome 
pra&tiſing Papiſtes,and to be deſtibuted into the Country, as 
is before (aide : and thatthe fellow that carriedit, was ſome 
Scots Prieſt, or Seminary fo diſguiſed, for the more ſure trarif- 
porting thereof. p: 
Wherevpon his maicſty reſolued that he would ſendbagke 
with the ſaide maiſter «L/exander , a ſeruant of his owne;with 
a warrant to the Prouoſt and Bailiffes of Saint Iobnflown, 
to receiue both the fellow and the money at maiſter eAlexan- 
ders hand, and after they had examined the fellow, to retaine 
him and the treaſure, till his maicſhies further pleaſure was 
knowne. 
Whereat the ſaide maiſter Alexander ſtirred maruellouſly: 
affirming and proteſting , that if cither the Lord his bro- 
A 3 ther, 
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cher , or the Bailiffes of the Towne were putte on the coun- 
faile thereof : his maicſtie woulde gettea very badde count 
made to him et that treaſure, ſwearing that the great loue and 
afte&tion hee bare vnto his maicſhe,, had made him to pre- 
terre his maic(ty 1n this cafe, both betore himſelfe and his = 
ther. For the which ſeruice hee humbly craued that recome- 
pence, that his maieſtic would take the paines once to ride 
thiher,that hee might be the firſt ſcer thereof hjtnſclfe: which 
being done, hee would rewitteto his maicſtic$ owne honou- 
rable diſcretion, how farre it would pleaſe his maicſtie to con- 
fider vpon him for that ſervice. 

His Highncſle beeing ſtricken in great admiration , both 
of the yncouthneſle of the tale, and of the ſtrange and ſtupide 
behaviour of the Reporter : and the Court being already hor- 
{cd, wondering at his maic{ties ſo long (tay with that Gentle- 
man , the morning being (o faire , the game already found, 


and the HuntC.men ſo long ſtaying in the fieldes for his maie- | 


ſtic : he was forced to breake off onely with theſe words, that 
he could not now ſtay any longer from his ſporte, butthat he 
would conſider of the matter, and at the end of his chaſe, giue 
him a reſolute anſwere, what order hee woulde take therein. 
Wherevpon his Maieſtie parted in haſte from him towardes 
the place where the game was. 

Maiſter «Alexander parting from his maicſtic very miſ- 
content, that indcelayedly he raide not to Saint /obuſtown, as 
hee deſired him : proteſling that his Maieſty would not finde 
euery day ſuch a choice of hunting, as he had offercd to him, 
and that hce feared that his Miicſtics long delay and flowe- 
neſle of reſolution, would breede leafure tothe fellowe,who 
was lying bound , tocry, or make ſich dinne, as would dif- 
appoynt the ſecrecie of that whole purpoſe , and make both 
the fellowe and the treaſure to be meddled with , before any 
word could comefrom his maicſtie, as alſo, that his brother 


would miflc huw,in reſpett of his abſence that non 
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if his mareſty had pleaſed to haſte,hee might have prevented : 
ariving there 1a thic une of his brothers,and the whole towns 
being at the Sermon : whereby his maieſte might have e2. 
kn fuch ſecret order with that matter, as he pie.fed, before 
their out- comming from the Church. But his mai. {kw nul. 
our any further an(.vering him, leaping on Ittrie ba xc, andg 
riding tothe dogges, wherethey were beginning to hcl he 
ſade maiſter Alexander ſtayed (ll in that place wh-re he lefc 
his maieſhe : and having two men with hin, app oyncc!t | v 
the Earle his brother, to carry backe vnto him the certumne 
newes in all haſte, of his maieſties comming ( 1s heere {ter 
more particularly ſhall in this ſame Diicourle be declared.) 

Hee directed che one of them called e4nlrew Hender own, 
Chamberlaine to the laide Earle, to ride in all haſte to the 
Earle, commaunding him, as hee loucd his brothers honour, 
that he ſhould not {pare for (orlling of [115 hots, and that he 
ſhould advertiſe the Earle, thaths hoped to niooue 115 'r a1e+ 
ſtie to come thither, and that he ſhou'd not yet lJooke toi b nm, 
the ſpace of three houres theereafrer, becauſe of bis mareflies 
hunting, adding theſe wordes : Pray my Lord wy brother, 
to prepare the dinner for vs, But his mai:ſtic was no ſwone: 
ridden vppe to a little hill aboue the little wood , where the 
dogzes were laide on in hunting : butthat notwithſtanding 
the pleaſant beginning of the chaſe , hee could not ſtay from 
muling and wondering vpon thenewes . Whereypon with- 
put making any body acquainted with this purpoſe , finding 

John Neſwith Chirurgian, by chaunce riding beſides him, his 

Maieſtie direted him backe,to bring maiſter Alexander with 

him : who being brought vnto his maieſtic, and having new- 

ly dire&ted,as ſaide is,one of his men that was with him, backe 
to my Lorde his brother, his maieſty vaknowing or ſuſpe&- 
ing that any man living had come with him, then tolde him 
that he had beene aduiſing with himſelfe, and inrefpeR of his 
laſt wordes ſo earneſt with him , hee reſolucd MR 
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for that arrand in his owne perſon, how ſoone the chaſe was 
ended, which was already begunne. Like as his Maieſtie, 
vpon the very ending of theſe wordes , did ndeaway inthe 
chaſe, the {.ude maiſter A/exander tollowing him at his backe, 
no other creature being with his Highnefle, bur hee, and /obn 
Harmi/ton of Grange, one of his Maicthies mailter-ſtablers, the 
reſt of the Cowt being all before in the chaſe, his M.ucſtic 
onely being caſt backe, vpon the ſtaying to ſpeake with mat- 
ſter Alexander, as is before ſaid. 

The chaſe laſted from about ſeauen of the clocke in the 
morning, vntill eleauen, and more, being one of the greateſt 
and forcit Chaſes that ever his Maicſty was at : all which tme 
theſayde maiſter eA/exandey was (for the moſt part) ever at 
| his Maieſtics backe,as is ſayde. But there neuer was any ſtop 
in thechaſe, or ſoſmall adclay , that theſaide maiſter eflex- 

«nder omitted to round his Maieſtie , earneſtly requeſting 
him to haſten che end of the hunting, that hee might ride the 
{ooner to Saint /obhn/fown : So as at the death of the Bucke, his 
Maieſty, not ſtaying vpon the curry of the Diere, (as his vſe 
1s) ſcarcely tooke tine to altght, awayting vpon the comming 
of afreſh horſe to ride on, the greatnelle ot the chaſe having 
wearicd his hotſe. M 
But the ſaide maiſter A/exarder wou'd not ſuffer the King 
to ſtay in the Parke where the Bucke was killed , while his 
freſh horſe, which vas already ſent for , was brought out of 
the cquery to bin, (although it was not iwofhight ſhoote off 
betwixt the Parke where the Bucke was killed , and his Ma» 
iſtics equery : ) but with very importunitie forced his Ma- 
ieſtic tolcape on againe vpon that ſame horſe, that hee had 
hunted -It the day ypon, his freſh horſe being made to gallop 
a mile of the way to overtake him : his Maieſty nor (taying 
ſo much as vpon his (word,not while the Duke 2na the Eaite 
of Alarre, with diverſe other Gentlemen in his companie 
had changed their horſe : onely ſaying vnto them, that hee 
was 
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was to ride to faint Jobnftoun toſpeake with the Earle of Gow- 
rie, and that he woulii be preſently backe againe before euucn, 

Wherevpponſome of the Court gal opped backe to Fa/%- 
{14 as faſt as they could, tochange their horfes , bur could 
not ouertake his Mai-(tie , vntill hee came withm fours 
miles of Saint [obnſtown . Others rode forward with thei: 
horſes, wearied as they were , whereof ſome we:e compelle:! 
to light by the way, and had they not both refreſhed their 
horles,fed them,and giuen them ſome grafle by the way,they 
had uot carried them to Saint /ohwffoun. T he caulc of his ma- 
ie(l1cs ſcruants following fo faſt, vndeſired by him, w.s one- 
ly grounded ypon aluſpition they had conceived, that his ma 
ic{ties incention of riding, was for the apprehenſion of the ma 
ſter Olephant, one who had late laide downe a vile and prowd 
oppreſſion in A»gms;for repairing of the which, they thought 
his maieſty had ſome purpoſe for his apprehenſion. 

But the ſaide maiſter A/exandey ſeeing the. Duke and the 
earle of Marre,with duerſe ofthe Court, getting freſh horſe 
to followe his maicſtic,carncitly defired hum , that hee would 
publiſh to his whole traine , that ſince hee was to returne the 
lame enening, as is aforeſaid, they needed not to follow him, 
eſpecially that hee thought it iffecteſt his maicſty ſhould ſtay 
the duke and the carle of Afarre to follow him , and that hee 
fhould only take three or foure of his owne ſcruants with him, 
affirming, that if any noble man followed him, hee could not 
anſwer tor it, bue char they would marre that whole purpoſe. 
Whe:evppon his maicſty halfe angry repli:d,that hee would 
not miſtruſt the Duke,nor the Earle in a greater purpoſe then 
that, and that he could notvnderſtand what hinderance anie 
man cou'd make in thaterrand, 

But theſe laſt ſpeeches of maiſter eAexa»derr , madethe 
King co beginne to ſuſpeR what it ſhould mcane: whereupon 
many and ſundry thoughts beganne to enter into the Kings 
minde : yethis maicſtic could never oo any h.rmeto bee 

utcenhs 
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intended againſt his Highneſle by that young Gentleman, 
with whome his Maicſtic had beene ſo well acquainted, as he 
had,not long before, beene in ſuit to be one of the Gentlemcn 
of his Cham : ſoas, thefartheſt that the Kings (uſpition 
could reach to, was, that it might be that the Eatle tus brother 
had handled him ſo hardly,that the yong gentleman, being of 
a high ſpirite, had taken ſuch diſpleaſure, as bee was become 
ſomewhat beſide himſelfe, which his Maieſty conieQured, as 
well by his raiſed and vncouth ſtaring,and continual penſiue« 
neſle all the timeof the hunting, as likewiſe, by ſuch ſtrange 

forte of vnlikely diſcourles, as are already mentioned. 
Wherevppon the king tooke occaſion tomake the Duke 
of Lennox acquainted with the whole purpoſe, enquiring of 
him very earneſtly, what he knew of that yoong Gentlemans 
nature,being his — inlaw : andifhee had perceived him 
to be ſubicCt toany high apprehenſion, his Maicſty declaring 
his ſuſpition plainely to the ſaid Lord Duke, that he thought 
himnot wel ſettled in his wits:always defiring my lord Duke, 
not to faile to accompany him into that houſe, where the alea- 

ed fellow and treaſure was. 

The lord Duke wondered much at that purpoſe, and 
thought it very likely : yet he affirmed that hee could never 
ceiwe any ſuch appearance in that gemlemans inclination. 
ut maiſter Alexander perceiuing his Maieſties privie conte» 
rence with the Duke, and ſuſpeQting the purpole,as it appea- 
red, came tothe King, requeſting his Mateſte very eameſtly, 
hee ſhoulde make nonelming acquainted with that purpoſe, 
nor ſuffer none to 5s with his Mateſtie where he (ſhould con- 
uoy him bur himſelfe onely,till his maieſty had once ſeene the 
fellow and the treaſurezwhereunto his maieſty halfe laughing, 
gaue aniwere,that he was no good teller of mony, & behoued 
thereforc to haue lome to helpe him in that errand : hisre- 
plie was, that he would ſuftcr none to ſee 1t but his Maieſties 
ſelf at the furſt,buz afterward he might cal in whom he pleaſed. 
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Th:ſc ſpecches did ſo increaſc his ſuſpition , that then hee 
beganne direAly toſuſpeRt ſome treaſonable deniſe. Yet ma- 
ny tulpmions and thoughts ouerwhelming one cuery one an- 
ether m tus minde his maicſtic could relolue vpon no certaine 
thing, but rode further on his journey, betwrxt truſt and di- 
{tc {t, being aſhamed to ſeem to ſuſpett,in reſpett of the clea- 
nellc of his Maicſties @wne conſcience,cxcept hee had found 
ſome greater ground. Maiſter eAlexandey (till preafing the 
King to ridetaſter, though kis owne horſe was {carcely able 
to kcepe company with the King for wearines, hauing ndden 
with him all the chaſe before. The King being come two mile 
from Falke/and, maiſter eAlexander ſtaycd alutle behinde the 
King in the way, and poſted away the other ſeruant Andrew 
Rathwen tothe Earle his brother, aduertifing him how farre 
the King was on his way to comethither. T hen howſoone 
ſoeuer the King came within a mile of /obnfonw, hee (aide to 
his Maieſtie,that he would poſt in before,to aduertiſe theearle 
his brother of his Maieſties comming:who at his incomming 
to him , was fitting at the mid(t of his dinner , never ſcemin 
to take knowledge of the Kings comming, til his brother tol 
it him, notwithſtanding that two of his ſeruaunts had aduer« 
tiſed him thereof before. And immediately vpon his brothers 
report, riſing in haſte from the boord,and warning all the ſer» 
vants and friends to accompanic him to meete his Maicſhe, 
who met him with three or foureſcoremen, at theend of the 
Inſhe, his Maicſties whole traine not exceedins the number 
of fitteenc perſons, and all without any kinde of armour, ex- 
cept {wordes, nonot ſo much as daggers or whinze.urs. His 
Maieſtic ſtayed an houre after his comming to the ſaid Earles 
lodgingin Saint Johnſtown before his dinner came in . The 
longſomneſle of preparing the ſame, and badnes of the cheere 
being excuſed ypon the ſodaine comming of is Maicſty vn- 
looked for there, 

During which time , his Maieſtie enquired of maiſter 4- 
B 2 lexander, 
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lexander,whenit was time for hum to go tothat private houſe, 
about that watcer whereof he had informed him, who anſwe. 

red, thai all was ſire enough , bit that there was no haſte yer 
for an houre , all che king had dincd at leifire . P: aying his 
maielly to leaue hum, and not to be ſeene to round with him 

before his Brother , who hating miſled him that morning, 
might thereuppon ſuſpet what the matter ſhould mcane. 

Therefore his maieſtic addreſſed him to the Eule,& dif. our- 

{cd with him vpon ſund:y mattcrs, but could getno direct an- 
(wer of him, but haife words,and —_— {cntences. 

His maicſte bring (ſet downe to his dinner, the {aide Earle 
ſtood ve: y penſiue, & with a deieted countenance at the end 
of his maie(tics table, oft rounding ouer his ſhoulder, one 
while to one of his ſeruants, and another while to another: and 
oft times went out andin tothe chamber . Which forme of 
behauiour he likewiſe kept before the Kings fitting downe to 
dinner : but without any welcomming of his maicſtie, or anie 
other hearty forme of entertainen:ent. The nob'emen and 
Gentlemen of the Court that were with his maieſtie ſtanding 
about the table,and not deſired ro dine ( as the vic is when his 
maieſty is once ſet down, and his firſt ſeruice brought vp)vn- 
till his maieſty had almolt dined. At which me the catle con- 
ueyedthem forth to their dinner, but ſate not down with them 
himſelfe ( as the common manner is) but came backe and 
ſtood ſilent at the end of the Kings table , as hee did before : 
which his maicſty perc: wing, beganneto entertaine the Earle 
in a homely manner, wondring hee hd not remain:d to dine 
with his gueſts, and entertaine them there. 

His maieſty being ready to r:{e from the Table, andall his 
ſcruants in the Hall at their diner, maiſtcr Alexander ſtand- 
ing behinde his mai:ſties backe, pulled quictly vppon him, 
rounding in his maieſhes care , that it was time to goe , but 
th-t he would fainc have beene quit of the Earle his Brother, 
wiſhung the King to ſcud him out into the Hall, to entertaine 
his 
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his gueſts : wherevppon the King called for drinke, andin a 
merry and homely maner ſaid co the eurle, that although the 
earle had ſeen: the faſhion of « nterta4inement in ocher coun- 
tri's, yet he would teach him the Scurtith t:ſhion , ſeeing hee 
was a Scottith man : and therefore tincehe had for2ot!ten to 
drinke to his Muicflty , or fieee with his q11-fts and enrertaine 
th m, Iismar-the won!d crincke to him his owne welcome, 
dcfiring him eo tace nt torih and drinke tothe refl of the cont» 
pany, and 1n his mateſties name to ma'ce them welcome, 
W herev-pon as he w«nttoorth his maic{hic roſe from the ta- 
ble, and dclized maifter Alexander to bing fir Thomas Er/- 
kme with him : who defiring the King to goc forward with 
him, and promiſing that ht ſhould make any one or two fol. 
low him that he pleaſed tocall for , difinng his mateſtie to 
commaund publikely that none ſhould toilowe him . Thugs 
the King accompanied onely with the ſaide maiſter Alexan- 
dey , comes foorth of the chamber,paſleth through the end of 
the Hall , where th: noble men and his maieſties ſervantes 

were ſitting at their dinner, vp aturne-pecke, and through 

three or foure Chambers, the ſaide maſter Alexander ever 
locking behinde him every doore as he paſſed : and then with 

a more ſmiling countenance than he had all the day b« fore, e- 

ver ſaying , hee had him ſure and fafe enough kept : vnrall ac 

thelaſt, his mjeſty paſſing through three or foure lundrie 
houſes, and all the doores locked bchinde him, his maieſtic 
entered into alittle ſtudie, where he ſawe ſtanding with a ve- 
ry abaſed countenance, not a bond man, but a free man, with 
a dagger at his girdle . But his mateſtie had no ſoonerentred 
into that httle ſtudy , and maiſter Alexander with him , but 
mailter Alexander locked the ſtudy doore behinde him , and 
at that inſtante chariging his countenance , putting his hatte 
on his head, and drawing the dagger from that other mans 
eirdle, held the poynt of it to the kings breaft , avowing now, 
that the King bchooued to bein hus will, and yſcdas he liſt: 
B 3 ſwear- 
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ſwearing many bloody oths, that if the King cried one word, 
or opened a window to look out. that dagger ſhou'd preſent. 
ly goe to his heart : affirming, that he was ſore, that nowe the 
Kings conicience was burthened for murthering his tathe:, 
Hts in. {ty wondring at ſo ſodawe an alteration, and ſtand- 
mg n.iked, without any kinde of armour bt hy huning 
horne, which he had not gotten lerure to lay from lum, be- 
ewixt thele two Traitors which had confpired his lite: the ſard 
mailter «Alexander ſtanding (as is ſard*) with a dagger in his 
hand, and Ins {word at bis fide: but the other trembling & qa- 
king, rather like one condemned, than an executioner of tuch 
an enterpriſe. 

His maiellic begun then to dilate to the ſaid maſter A/-xan- 
der, how horblea thing it was for hum to mcddle with his 
maieſhes innocent blood, afſuring him it would not be vnre. 
uenged, fince God had given him children and good ſubiets, 
and if they neither, yet God would raiſe vp [tocks and ſtones, 
to puniſh ſo vilea deede. : 

Proteſting before God, that he had no burthen in his con- 
ſcience for the execution of his father : bothin reſpe& that at 
the time of his fathers execution, his maic{tic was but a »unor 
of age, and guided at that time by afation which ouer-ruled 
both his maieſhie,and thereſt of the country:as allo that what- 
ſoeuer was doneto his Father, it was done by the ordinary 
courſe of Law and Iuſtice. 

Appealing theſaid maſter eAlexauder vpon his conſcience 
how well he at all times ſince had deſcrued at the hand: of all 
his race, not onely hauing reſtored them to all their lands and 
dignities;but alſo in nouriſhing & bringing vp of two or three 
of his liſters, as it were in his owne boſome, by a continuall at« 
tendance vppon his maieſtics decreſt bedfellow un her priuic 
chamber. 

Laying alſo before him, the tercors of his conſcience, eſpe. 
cially, chat he made profeſſion, according to his education, ud 
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the Garwe region which his Maicſhe had ever profeſſed : and 
namely, his Maieſty remembred him of that holy man, mai- 
ſter Robert Rollocke, whole ſchouller he was, aſſuring him, that 
one day the (.4de miſter Roberts ſoule would accuſe hum, thac 
he had neuer learned of him to prattiſe ſuch ynnatural cruelty, 
His Mateſly __—_— to him,on the word of a Prince, that 
if he would ſpare his lite,and ſuffer him to zoe our againe, hee 
woulde ncuer reucale to any fleſh living , what was betwixt 
them at that time,nor neuer ſuffer him to1ncurre any harme or 
puniſhment for the ſame. 

But his Maieſtics feare was, that he could hope for no ſpa- 
ring at his hands having ſuch cruelty in his lookes, and ſtand- 
ing ſoirreverently covered, with his hat on, which forme of 11- 

orous behauiour, could prognoſticate nothing to his Maie- 
ſhe , but preſent extreamity. But at his Maicſhes perſwaftue 
language, he appeared to be ſomewhat am.1Zed, and vncoues 
ring his head again*, ſwore and proteſted that his Maieſties 
lite (hould be ſafe,if he would behaue himſelf quietly, without 
malcing noyſe or crying : and that he would only bring inthe 
Earle his brother to ſpeake with his Maieſty : whereupon his 
Maieſty enquiring what the Earle would doe with him, fince 
(if his Maieſties life were fafe according to promiſe) they 
could gaine little in keeping ſuch a priſoner. His anſwer onl 
was, & he could tell his Maicſty no more , but that his 1 
ſhou!d be ſafe, in caſe h:e behaued himſelfe quictly, the reſt, 
the Earle his brother , whome hee was going for, would tell 
his Maieſty at his comming, Wukh that as he was going forth 
for his brother, a» he affirmed , he turned him aboutto the 0- 
ther man,ſaying theſe wordes vnto him, I make you heere the 
Kings keeper, till I come backe againe,and ſee that you keep 
him,vpon your owne penll: and therewithall aide to his ma- 
ieſtie, you muſt content yourſelfe to have this man now your 
keeper, vntill my commng backe. 


With theſe words he paſſeth foorth, locking the doore af- 
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ter iam, leauing his maieſtic with that man hee found there 
before mm . Of whom his maieſtie then enquired, if he were 
appoynted to be the murtherer of him at that time, and howe 
farre he was vpon the counſell of that conſpiracie, whoſe an» 
ſwer with a trembling and aſtoniſhed voyce and behamour, 
was, that as the Lord ſhould wdge him, hee was never made 
acquainted with that purpoſe, but that hee was putte in there 
ertorce, and the doore lockt ypon him, a little ſpace befere 
1s maic{ties comming : as indeede all che cime of the ſaid ma- 
ſter eAlexender:; menacing his maicſtic, hee was cuer tremb- 
ling, requeſting him for Gods ſake, and with many other at- 
tcltations , notto meddle with his maicſtic , not to doe him 
any harme. But becauſe maſter Atexan:had betore his going 
forth,made the King ſweare he ſhould not cry, nor open any 
window, his maieſtie commaunded the ſaide fellowets open 
the window on his right hand, which he readily did:ſo that al- 
though he was put inthereto vie violence on the King , yet 
God fo turned his heart , as he became a ſlaue to his priſoner, 
While his maieſtic was in this daungerous eſtate , and 
none of his owne ſeruants nor traine knowing where hee was, 
and as his maicſhes traine was nfing inthe Hall from their 
dinner , theearle of Gowrie himlelfe being there preſent with 
them, one of the earle of Gowries ſeruantes commeth haſtily 
in aſſuring the carle his maiſter , that his maicſtie 1s horſed, 
and away through the Inſh-, which the earle reporting to 
the noble men, and the reſt of his maieſties traine that was 
there preſent, they all ruſhed out togither at the gate in great 
haſte : And fomeof his maieſtics ſeruantes enquiring of the 
Porter when his Maieſtie went foorth ? The Porter affir- 
med, that the King was not yet goue foorth . Whereyppon 
the carle looked very angerly vpon him, and aide, hee was 
but a lar :.vct turning hun to.che-Duke , and to the Earle of 
Aarre , ſaid hee ſhovid preſently get them certaineworde 
where his mazxily was; and with that,ranne through the _ 
an 
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and vp the ſtaires. But his purpoſe indeede , was tofſpeake 
with his brother , as appeared very we'l by the circumitance 
of time, his brother having at that ſave inſtant, lefr the King 

in the little ſtudy,and ranne downe the ſtares in great haſte. 
immediately after the carle commeth b.ccke , running a- 
gaine to the gate, where the noble men and the reſt were 
{tanding in amaz? , aſſuring them that the King was gone 
long ſince out at the backe gate, and if they haſted them not 
the looner, th:y would not overtake him:and with that, called 
tor his horſe , whereat they ruſht all together out at the gate, 
and made toward the Inſhe, crying for all their horſes : pal- 
ſing all (as it wasthe prouidence of God ) vnder one of the 
windowes of that ſtudy,wherein his maieſty was. To whom 
maiſter Alexander very ſpeedily returned , and athisincoms- 
ming to his mateſhe , caſting his hands abroade1n a deſperate 
maner, ſaide : he covid not mend it , his maicſhe behoued to 
dic:and with that offied a garter to binde his maieſties hands, 
with ſwearing, he behooued to be bound. His maicſtic at that 
word of binding ſaide, he was borne a tree King, and ſhoulde 
die a free King. Wherevpon, hee griping his maieſtie by the 
wrelt of the hand, to haue bound hum, his maicſhe relicued 
hi:nſelfe ſodainely of his gripes : wherevpon, as hee put his 
right hand to his ſword, his maieſtic with his right hand ſea- 
Zed ypon both his hand & his ſword, and with his lefe hand, 
claſped him by the thioate, like as he with his lefc hand clafpt 
the King by the throate,with two or three of his fingers in his 
mai ſhes mouth, to have ſtayed him from crying, In this ma - 
n:r of wreſtling, his maicſtic perforce drew him to the win- 
dow,which he had cauſed the other man before to open vnto 
him, and vnderthe which was pafſing by ac theſame time, th: 
Kings traine,and the earle of Gowrie with them, as is ſaid, and 
holding out the right ſide of his head, and right e/bowe,cricd, 
that they were murdering him therein that treaſonable forme, 
whole voyce being inſtantly heard ar knowne by the duke 
of 
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of Lennex, the earle of Havre, and thereſt of his Maicllies 
traine there : the ſaidecarle of Gowrie ever asking what it 
meant : And neuer ſeeming any waycs to haue ſrenc his ma- 
1-\tie. or heard his voice, they ail ruſhed in atthe gate together, 
the Duke and the carle of Marre running about to come by 
that paſſage his maieflie came inat . But the earle of Gowrie 
and hi; ſeruants made them for another way vp a quiet turne- 
pecke,which was euer condemned before, and was only then 
left open (as appeared) for that purpoſe. 

Andinthis meane time, his Maicſtie, with ſtruggling and 
wraſthng with the ſaide maiſter efHlexander,had brought him 
perforce out of that ſtudy,the doore whereof, for haſte, he kad 
left open at his laſtin- comming, and his maieſtie having got- 
ten(with long (trugling)the ſaid maiſter Alexander: head vn- 
der his armec,and himſelfe on his knees, his maicſtie drove hi 
backe perforce hard to the doore of the ſame turnepike,and as 
his maieſtie was throwing his ſword out of his hand,thinkin 
to haue ſtricken him therewith , and then to have ſhot him 0+ 
uer the ſtaire , the other fellow ſtanding behinde the Kings 
backe,and doing nothing but trembling all the time. Sir /obu 
Ramſay not knowing what way firſt to enter , after hee had 
heard the Kings crie, by chance findes that turne-pike doore 
openzand following it vp to the head,enters in into the cham- 
ber,and findes his Maieſtie and maſter Alexander ſtrughng mn 
that forme, as is beforeſaide : and after hee had twiſe or thriſe 
ſtricken miſter «Alexander with his dagger, the other man 
withdrew himſelfe, his Maicſtie ſtill keepirg his gripes, and 
holding him cloſe to him : immediatly thereafter he tooke the 
ſaid maiſter Alexander by the ſhoulder,and ſhotte kym downe 
the ſtuire:who was no ſooner [hot out at the dore, but he was 
met by fir Thomas Erikine, and tir Hew Hereu, who there vp- 
on the ſta:re ended lim: the ſaid fir 7 homas Erikme being caſt 
behinde the Duke and the car'e of Marre that-ranne about 
the other way, by occaſion of his wedl:ng with che w_ late 
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Earle in the ſtreete; after the hearing of his maicſtics crie. For 
ypon the hea: ing thereof, hee had «l.ſped the catle of Gowne 
by the gorget, and caſting him vnder his teete, and wanting a 
dag7er to haue {tricken him with, the faide earles men rid the 
earle their maiſter out of his hand; : whereby hee was calt be- 
hinde th: r-{t, as 1s faide: and miſſing the company,and hea- 
ring the ſaide fir /ohnRgmfazes voyce ypon the Tune pecke 
head,ranne vp to the ſaide Chamber, and cried vpon the ſaide 
fir Hew Hereis, and another (cruant to follow him : where, 
meeting with the Taide maſter A/exandey in the Tuine=pecke, 
he ended him there as is ſaide: the ſaid maiſter Alexander © y- 
ing for his laſt words, Alas I had not the weight of it. But na 
ſooner could the ſaide fir Thomas, fir Hew , and an other (er- 
uant winne into the chamber where his maieſtic was, but that 
the ſaid carle of Gowrie, before they could get the doore ſhut, 
folowed them in at the back, hauing caſt him direftly ro come 
yp that priuy paſlage, as is before ſaide:who at his firlt entrie, 
hauing a drawne ſword in each hand, and a ſteele bonet on his 
head, accompanied with ſeauen of his ſeruants , euery one of 
them hauing inlike manner adrawne ſword , cried out with 
a great oath,that they ſhould all die as traitors. All the which 
time his maieſty was ſtill in the chamber, who ſeeing the earle 
of Gowry comein with his ſwords in his hands, ſought for ma- 
ſter A/exanders (worde which hid fallen from him at his out- 
ſhutting at the doore, hauingno ſort of weapons of his owne, 
as is aide; but then was ſhut backe by his owne ſeruants that 
were there, into the little ſtudy,and IF doore (hut vpon him, 
who hauing put his maieſty in ſafety, re-encountred the ſaide 
Earle and his ſeruantes, his Maieſtics ſeruants being onely in 
number foure,to wit,fir Hew Heres, (ir [ohn R amſay,and one 
W1/on,a (eruant of [ames Erikins,a brother of the ſaid fir The- 
mas, theſaide earle having ſeauen of his owne ſeruantes with 
him : yetit pleaſed God, after many ſtrokes on all hands, to 
giue lus Muaeſties feruants the viRory, the (aid carle of Gowrie 
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being ſtricken dead with a ftro ough the hart,which the 
ſad fir /ohn Ram/ay gaue him Mhout once crying vpon god; 
and the reſt of his ſe:uants dg ouer the ſtayres , with many 
hurtes, asin like minner the ſaide fir Thomas Erihin, hr Fuugh 
Herez:,and fir [chn R am/ay, were all three very ſore hu ce and 
wounded. | 
But all the time of this fight, the Duke ef Lennox theearle 
of Marre,& the reſt of his maicſties traine, were ſtriking with 
grcat hammers at the viter doore, whereby his maieſtie paſſed 
vp to the chamber with the ſaid maſter Alexander,which alſo 
he had lockt in his by- comming with his maicſty to the cham 
ber : but by reaſon of the ſtrength of theſaide double doore, 
the whole wall being likewiſe of boords, & yeelding with the 
ſtrokes:it did bide them the ſpace of halfe an houre and more, 
before they could get it broken and haueentreſſe,who having 
met with his mai:!tie , found (beyond their exp:& ation) his 
Maieſtic deliuered from ſoimminent a peri!l, and the {aide 
late Earle the principall confpirator lying dead at his maieſtics 
feete. Immediatly thereafter his mareſlie kneeling downe on 
his knces, in the midſt of his owne ſeruants,and they all kn-e- 
ling round about him, his Miaieſtic out of his owne mouth 
thanked God of that miraculous delwerance and viftory, al- 
ſuring hunſelfe,that God had preſerued him from ſo diſpaired 
a penill, forthe perficing of ſome greater worke behind , to his 
_ f& procuring,by him, the weale of his people that 
od had comminted to his charge. After this the tumult of the 
Towne hearing of the ſlaughter of the ſaide Earle of Gowrie 
thcir Prouoſt,and not knowing the maner thereof,nor bcing 
on the counſell of his treaſonable attempt , continued for the 
aw of two or three houres thereafter,vntil his maieſly by oft 
aking out to th:m at the windowes, and beckoning to 
them with his owne hand pacifving them, cauſing the Baihifes 
and the reſt of the honeſt men of the town to be brought into 
the chamber , t6 whoin hauing declared the whole forme of 
: that 
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that ſtrange accident, he committed the houſe and bodies of 
the ſarde traytors brethren, to their keeping, vntill his maice 
ſties further pleaſure were knowne . His maieſtic having be 
forc his parting out of chat Towne, cauſcd to (earch the taide 
Eaile of Gowrees pockets,in calc any letters that might further 
the diſcouery of that con{piracie m12ht be tound therein . Pur 
nothing was found in them, but algtle cloſe parchment bagge, 
full of magicall charaRters,and words of inchantment,where- 
igit ſcemed that he had put his confidence, thinking hunſelte 
cuer ſafe without them, and therfore cucr cairicd them about 
with him:being alſo obſerued,that while they were vpon him, 
his wound whereof he died, bled not, but 1ocontinene after 
the taking of them away,the bloud guſhed out in great abun- 
dance, to the great admiration of the behold: rs. An infamie 
which hath followed and ſpotted the race of this houſe , for 
many diſcents, as is notoniouſly knowne to the whole coun- 
ery. Thus the night was far ſpent, being necre eight houres at 
evening before his maieſtie could ( for the great tumult char 
was in the Towne) depart out of the ſame. But before his ma- 
icſtic had ridden foure miles out of ghe ſame towards Falkland, 
though the night was very darke af rainic : the whole way 
was clad with all ſorts of people, both horſe and foote,meeting 
him with greatioy and acclamation. The frequencie and con 
courſe of perſons of all degrees to Falkeland , the reſt of the 
weeke , and to Edenburgh the next , from all the quarters of 
the country,the teſtimony gf the ſubie&ts hearty afteon and 
toy for his Maicſhes delwery,cxpreſled cucty where,by ring + 
ing of bells, bonefires, ſhooting off gunnes of all ſortes, both 
by ſea and land, &c. with all other things enſuing therevpon, 
I haue of ſet purpoſe pretermitted,as well knowne to all men, 
and iumpertinentto this diſcourſe : contenting my ſelfe with 
this plane an4 ſimple narration : adding onely for cxplanatie 
on and confirmation thercot, the depoſitions of certaine per- 
{ons, who were cither ators, and eve witneſles,or immediate 
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hearers of thoſe things that they.declare and teſtifie : where- 
in,;f the Reader ſhall finde any thing diftering from this nar- 
ration,cither in ſubſtance or ments may vnderſtand 
the ſame ty be vttered by the deponer .n bis owne behoote, 
for frown = of his Mucſties princely grace and tauour.

Demaunded if he was in any purpoſe with the ſaid earle,a- 
gainſt any matters of curioſitie: depones,that at their being in 
Strabran,lome of their company found anedder,which being 
killed, and knowledge thereof comming to the earle, the earle 
ſaid to this deponer; Bogze,if the edder had not beene ſlaine,e 
ſhould haue ſcene a good ſporte : for I ſhould haue cauſed hir 
and (till and ſhe ſhould not have preſſed away,by p:onoun=« 
cing of one Hebrew word, which in Scottiſh is called hobnes, 
but the Hebrew word the Deponer remembers not of : and 
that the eatle (aide , he had put the ſame inprattiſe oft before. 
And this deponer inquiring of the erle, where he gotthe He- 
brew woorde , the carlc aunſwe:ed, in a Cabbaliſt of the

This Deponer enquiring of the Earle, whotold him 
that? he anſwered merrily,that he ſpake it by gueſle,and it fell 
out ſo. And that theearle ſaid further, that it was nothing to 
make an hearb fleſh which would diſſolue in flies -: and that 
Ikewiſe it was poſlible that the ſeed of man & woman might 
be brought to perfeftion otherwiſe than by the matrix of the 
woman:and that this deponer counſelled the carle to beware 
with whom he did communicate ſuch ſpeeches : who anſwe- 
redthat he would ſpeake them to non-, but to great ſchollers,

rie vppon monday atnight the fourth of this inſtant in the 
ſaide Eartes chamber:depones, that the Earle inquired ofhim 
what hee would be doing vpon the morne, and hce anſwered, 
that hee was to ride to Ruthwen : the earle ſaid vnto him, you 
muſt ride to Falkland with Maiſter Alexander my Brother, 
and when he direQts you backe, ſee that yee returne with all 
diligence, if he ſenda letter or any other aducrtiſement with 
you. 

Depones,that the maiſter direfted him to ſend for Andrew 
Ruthwes to be in readineſle,to ride with them the morrowe at 
toure houres in the morning, 

Declares, that they comming to Fa/ke/and about ſeauen 
D 2 houres

houresin the morning, the Maiſter ſtayed ina lodging beſide 
the Pallace, and direted the deporer, toſce what the King 
was doing: and the deponer finding his Maieſheinthe ciole 
comming forih,he paſled backe,and told the maſter,who im- 
mediately addreſſed himſelfe to his Highneſſe, and ſpake 
with his Maicſlie a good ſpace beneath he Equirie: and after 
his Maicſtic was on horſe-backe, the maiſter commeth to 
the deponer, and commaundes him to fetch their horſes,and 
bade him haſte him, as he loued my Lordes honour and his, 
and aduertiſe my Lord , that his Maieſtie and hee would be 
there incontinent, and that his Maieſtie would be quiet : and 
the deponer enquiring of the Maſter,if he ſhould go preſent- 
ly,he bade himlcape on and follow him , and not to goaway 
vntill he ſpake with the King,and the Maiſter having ſpoken 
with the King ata breach of the Parke wall, he turned backe 
and bade the deponer ride away, and the deponer making 
his returne in all poſlible haſtg to Saint /ohnftown, he found my 
Lordin his chamber,about tennc hourcs,who left the compa- 
ny he was ſpeaking with, and cameto the depener,and asked, 
hath my brother ſent a letter with you ? The deponer antwe- 
red, No : but they will be all heereincontinent, and badethe 
deponer defire my Lord,to cauſe prepare the dinner. Imme- 
diately thereafter my Lord tooke the deponer to the cabinet, 
& asked at him, how his Maieſty took with the maſter his bro 
ther? The deponer anſwered, very well, and that his Maieſtie 
laide his hand ouer the maſters ſhoulder. T hereafter my Lord 
enquired if there were many at the hunting with the King: the 
deponcr anſwered,that he tooke no hcede, but they who were 
accuſtomed to ride with his Maieſhic, and ſome Engliſhmen, 
were there : and that my L orde enquired what ſpeciall men 
were with his Maieſtie, and that the deponer anſwered, he did 
ſee none but my lord Duke. And within anhovre thereafter, 
when the deponer came in from his owne houſe, the erle bade 
him put on his ſecret and plaite {lecves,for he had an hic-land 
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man to take, which the deponer did incontinent : and about 
twelue houres, when the deponer was going out to his owne 
houſe to dinner, the Steward caine to him and tolde him, that 
George Cragmpeſt was not well,and was laine downe, dcfired 
him to tary and take vp my Lord; dinner: and about halte an 
houre after ewelue, my Lord commanded tim to tak: vp the 
firlt ſeruice. And when the deponer was commanded to take 
vp the ſecond ſervice, the maſter and {ham Blaire came into 
the Halltomy Lord. 

The deponer remembreth himſelfe, thit Andrew R wthwen 
came before the maiſter a certaine ſpace , and ſpake with my 
Lord quietly at the Table, but beard not the particular pur- 
poſe thatwas amongeſt them.' And ſo ſoone as the mailter 
came tothe Hall,my lord, and the whole company roſe from 
the Table: and the deponer hearing the noyle of their forth= 
going, ſuppoſed they were going to make breakes for Aſa. 
conilduy : and the deponcr ſent his boy for his gauntlet and 
ſteele bonnet : and ſeeing my Lorde palle tothe Inſhe, and 
not totheſhoe zate, the Deponer did caſt the gauntlet into 
the Pantry, and cauſed his boy to take his ſtecle bonnet to his 
owne houſe : and he followed my Lorde to the Inſhe , and 
returning backe with his Maicſtie to the lodging, being di- 
refted toget drinke. And the maiſter came to the Deponer, 
and bade him cauſe maiſter Witham. Rinde toſend him vppe 
the key of the Gallery chamber, who paſſed vp and deliered 
the key tothe maſter: and immediately my Lordfollowed vp, 
and did ſpeak+ with the miaiſter,and came downe againe, and 
direfted maiſter Thomas Cranſtone to the deponer,to comets 
his I ordſhip in his Maieſties Chamber. And that my Lord 
direed him to goe to the Gallery to his brother, andim- 
mediately my Lord followed vp, and commaunded the De- 

er tO bide there with his brother, andto do any thing that 
ce badehim : The deponer enquired at the maiſter,what 


haue ye todo fir? The mailter anſwered, ye nwlt goe here, 
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and tarry vntill I come backe,for I will take the key with mee. 
So helocked the deponer in the round within the chamber, 
and rooke the key with him. Shortly thercattcr , the maiſter 
returned, and the Kings maicl{tic with him to the ſaid cabinet, 
m the rond : and the mailter opening the doore, entered 
with the King into thefſaid round : and ar his veiy entry cove- 
ring Is hed, palled out the deponers dagger, and hcld the 
ſame tothe Maicſhes breaſt,ſfaying : Remember ye of my ta- 
thers myrther ? Yee ſhall now dic for it : and minting to his 
Highnetle hart with the dagger, the deponer threw the ſame 
out of his maiſters hand : and ſwore, that as God thall ivdge 
his ſoule, if the maiſter had retained the dagger in his hand the 
ſpace that a man may goeſixe[tcppes,he would haue ſtricken 
the King to the hilts with it : but wanting the dagger,and the 
Kings waieſtie giving hima gentle anſwere , hee ſaideto the 
Kiogs maicſtie wth abhominable oathes, that if hee woulde 
kecpe filence,nothing ſhould aile him.if hee would make ſuch 
_ to his brother, as they would crave of him : andthe 

ings inaieſtic inquiring what promiſe they would craue : he 
anſwered that he would bring his brother. So he goes forth, 
and lockes the doore of the round vppon his maiellic and the 
deponer : hauing firſt taken oath ofthe King, that hee ſhould 
not crie, nor open the windowe. 

And his Mateſtie cnquityng of the deponer what hee was: 
heanſwered, A ſcruanref my Lords . And his Maictie ask» 
ing of the deponer, if my Lord would doe any cuill to him? 
The deponer anſwered, As God ſhall wdge my ſoule, I thall 
dicfrit. And the deponer preſſing to haue opened the win- 
dow, the maiſter enzted, and ſaid : Sir,there is no remedy, by 
God you muſt diezand having a looſe gartcr in his hand,prel- 
ſed to have bound his Maieſties hands, and the deponer pul- 
led the garter 01t oFmaiſter Alexander his hand . And then 
the maiſter did put one of his hands in his Maieſlies mouth,to 
hauc [layed him toſpeake , and held his other arme about his

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Highneſſe necke : and that this deponer pulled the maiſters 
hand from his Highneſſe mouth, and opened che window: & 
then I1s Mateſtie cried one ther-at, wherer:pon his Highnelle 
ſeruant came 1n atthe gate, and this deponer did runne and 0+ 
pen the doore of the | urn«pecke head, whereat [obn Ram/ay 
entred: the deponer ſtood inthe cha nber till he ſaw /: Rarw/ ay 
giue the maiſter aſtroke:and thereafter priuity conuencd! him. 
ſclfe downe the Turnepecke to his owne honſe : and the d-- 
poners wife enquiring of him, wh.it the fray in-an-d? The de- 
poner anſwered, that the Kings Maicſtie would hauc becne 
twice (licked, had not he rcheued him.

Further the ſaid Andrew Hender/on depones , that after his 
returnngfrom Falk/and on the fift of this inſtant, wailter /ohn 
Montchrief enquiring of him where he had becne? He anſwe- 
red,that he had bin beyond the bridge of E-»e, and ſaies,that 
he gaue that anſwer to maſter /ohn, becauſe my lord comman- 
ded himto1:t no man know that hee was to ride to Falkland : 
and that my Lords direQtion to him, was, to come backe with 
his brother maiſter A/exanders aunſwere,and to leauc Andrew 


Rathwen to waite vpon the maiſter.

Further, the ſ5id Andrew Henderon depones,that when he 
had taken the maſters hand out of the kings maicſhes mouth, 
and was opening the window, maiſter Alexander (aid to him, 
Wilt thou help?
